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Greek, was once the word for beautiful; but since the 
ancient Greeks thought that everything beautiful was good, this word, 
kalos, became synonym for beautiful and good. 

the sense that beautiful and good are one and the same, the 
greatest philosopher modern times, Kant, has spoken 
woman the representative beauty; and this sense shall speak 
the women Greece to-day the ideals beauty. 

was brilliant, joyful day when, year 1886, the Arsakeion 
Athens celebrated the fiftieth anniversary its existence. was 
feast worthy the Hellenic nation, the most memorable since Greece 
had regained her independence, feast which reminded the present gen- 
eration the noble spirit and the virtue their ancestors recent time. 

When part—a part only—of Greece had regained freedom, after 
having suffered for almost four hundred years Turkish slavery, one 
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the first things which the people devoted their attention was public 
instruction. 

John Kokonis, prominent pedagogue, held the opinion that the 
state civilization, and the power nation before all, were dependent 
the influence the mothers upon their children, because the children 
received their first education from the mother, and because the influence 
mothers society produced great and good results; further, held 
that the position woman was one the most important indications 
which the national character and the state civilization people 
could judged. For these reasons Kokonis proclaimed that Greece, 
where higher schools for boys had already been established, higher schools 
for girls were needed immediately, because would unjust deny 
women the same standard education which was accorded men. 

The income the Greek government that time was small that 
funds for such schools could not expected from this quarter. 

The little Greek nation had made tremendous sacrifices during 
war seven years, had fought until her land had been devastated and 
her race decimated. The sword, famine, and disease had reduced the 
population about one-third its original number, and this third 
state most complete destitution. There has been war modern 
times which equal loss property and life has been sustained 
any people, who, despite this suffering, have remained unsubdued. From 
1825 1832 Greece was deprived all internal revenue. Her com- 
merce was completely annihilated. Even with the immense supplies 
which Greece received from the Philhellenic Committees Europe and 
America, the revolution seemed not infrequently danger col- 
lapse from actual starvation the whole population. All agricultural 
stock was extirpated; houses, barns, and stables were destroyed; fruit- 
trees and vineyards rooted up. 

was shortly after this cruel war had ended that, the instigation 
Kokonis, there came together Athens, July 25, 1836, seventy- 
two men, whose purpose was found institution which girls should 
educated teach schools throughout Greece, even the out-of- 
the-way villages. 

The money execute this plan was raised public subscription. 
The appeal, directed the love the Greeks for knowledge, was re- 
ceived with joy alike the palace the king, the houses the rich, 
the cell the monk, and the hut the peasant,—indeed, all Greeks 
those the liberated fatherland, those who still suffered Turkish 
bondage, the Greeks living foreign lands—all gave according their 
ability. 

The constitution this Educational Society, was called

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first, forms bright page the history Greece, and has proved 
blessing not only for the little Greek kingdom, but wherever Greek hearts 
are beating, wherever the Greek language spoken. 

What success the Educational Society has had can seen from the 
words French writer, published about twenty years ago: 
more exists mountain without valley than Greek village without 
school.” 

the first school year, the year 1837, the society commenced its 
work with capital five thousand drachmas;* the year 1886 
had budget three hundred thousand drachmas. During the first 
school year the number pupils, boarding and day scholars together, 
was seventy; the year 1886 had risen two thousand. 

For the first three years house was rented, every succeeding year 
larger one; and when, after the third year, there was house Athens 
large enough accommodate the now much increased number pupils, 
the erection school building was decided upon. 

The society kept building long the means lasted. The 
timber was presented Greeks Roumania, and ship the Greek 
government brought Athens. When the funds were exhausted and 
the society had discontinue the work erecting the school-house 
there appeared the scene man who provided the means finish 
the house. This man was physician and philanthropist. His name 
was Apostolis Arsakis, and was Epirus, part Greece which 
the present day suffering under Turkish bondage. 

The idea promulgated Kokonis, that the education woman 
essential for the development and the happiness nation, found 
echo his soul. gave two hundred and fifty thousand drachmas 
finish the school-house, and paid back the Educational Society all the 
money had already expended the building, namely, one hundred 
thousand drachmas. Thus alone paid for the whole structure. Then 
deposited two hundred thousand drachmas the National Bank 
Greece, with the that the interest this capital should 
applied towards maintaining the school. 

When the house was finished the Educational Society decided that 
the institution should for all time bear the name Arsakis, and the 
word Arsakeion was written golden letters white marble tablet 
placed over the large entrance—as you see the picture. also 
gave funds for school for girls Epirus, school under the 
control the Arsakeion. 

Not only Arsakis, but many others, have contributed enrich the 
institution. The names those who have given most generously are 
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written marble columns which stand the large hall the entrance. 
Here read the name the philanthropic Helene Tositza, who pro- 
vided for department the school which bears her name; the 
illustrious Pana, who provided for department for the small children, 
department which corresponds with our kindergarten; the noble 
Lady Sina; here find also the names 
Eynard, and the Duke Montpensier. 

During the first fifty years its existence more than two thousand 
teachers have received their diplomas the Arsakeion, and they have 
taught and teach every city and every village Greece, and many 
places the Orient where Greeks are living, well French and 
English cities. 

Each time that Athens, and every day while there, 
find something that noble and beautiful which none the visitors 
before has written. have spent hours our Astor Library exam- 
ining the magazines, but none have found the Arsakeion mentioned. 

Now shall speak another institution which certain will 
excite your interest not less than the Arsakeion, and whoever you may 
have the good fortune see Athens will prepared this modest de- 
scription visit the Evangelismos. 

Until the year 1884 Athens had only one hospital, namely, the 
Municipal Hospital, called Elpis (Hope). the year 1872 there was 
organized, under the inspiration and protection Her Majesty the 
Queen, the Gynaikeias Paideuseos Syllogos, which society for the 
improvement the education women. The Ergastirion this society 
the great workshop for artistic handwork. Over four hundred indus- 
trious women find steady occupation here. not factory owned 
some mercantile firm, but the workshop the society, founded and sus- 
tained the interest and for the benefit Greek women the working 
class. Silk fabrics are woven there that surpass the best French work; 
some them, interwoven with gold thread, are finer than can found 
anywhere else. There are head-dresses, veils, and bridal garments 
fine that several yards them can placed nutshell. The women 
work airy and bright rooms with high ceilings, the windows open, and 
the workers are not under the control foreman, but work under the 
instruction and guidance motherly friends, aristocratic ladies 
Athens. All handwork, nothing machine-made. Here have origi- 
nal Oriental patterns carpets, and these carpets are superior any 
carpets made America; they are taken the river Easter-time and 
washed the water without injury the color. There are undergar- 
ments, solid, durable. and artistic. The aristocratic families Athens 
have found how much more beautiful the Greek work than that bought 
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Paris, and has become fashionable among ladies the higher 
circles have their trousseaux made the Ergastirion the Society 
for Education Women Athens, instead ordering them, was 
from Paris. 

This Ergastirion the centre for women’s work throughout Greece. 
Gold embroideries silk and velvet, such are made 
Epirus, and some the islands the Sea, and sent the 
Ergastirion Athens, are products taste that has been evolved 
and transmitted through centuries; their equals cannot found 
any Parisian shop. From the Ergastirion Athens the peasant women 
the provinces are supplied with artistic patterns, their taste educated 
and its purity maintained, and all kinds and many subjects advice 
given the ladies Athens the women the country who work 
for the Ergastirion. 

Among the objects this society from its start has been that 
elevating the status women nurses one dignity, which previously 
had not been accorded the profession. Nursing the sick occupation 
was practised women the humblest classes, and the status such 
women was considered higher than that washerwomen women 
going out house-cleaning; there existed that time among the 
ordinary people idea that nursing the sick was noble vocation, 
worthy well-educated, well-trained women. 

the year 1875 the Queen requested Dr. Nicolas Makkas 
write text-book for the instruction nurses. This book one hun- 
dred and seventy-six pages was published the same year. The first 
chapter treats the virtues and the utility nurses. the year 1876 
the Queen appointed committee distinguished men, presided over 
the Metropolitan Athens, collect money for the erection hos- 
pital. This committee succeeded securing the necessary funds, and 
the 1881 the foundation the new hospital, named Evangelis- 
mos, was laid, and the year 1884 the building was dedicated. 
give account the contributions made philanthropic citizens 
Athens, Greeks living foreign lands, and English and Russian 
Philhellenes would fill pages, because, everyone has given generously, 
according his means, justice would require that should enumerate 
great many, not only those who gave million, even but 
also the great number those who subscribed five thousand ten thou- 
sand drachmas. The same may said prominent Athenian ladies 
who are aiding this work charity. saw committee these ladies 
who devote time and labor the Evangelismos, presided over Madame 
Sungros, while session.

the name, receiving reports, and contributing money, have here 
example devotion without equal.

THE TONGUES MEN AND ANGELS 


was 1893 that had the privilege attending Chicago the 
meeting the International Council Women, and hearing the 
Idea” sympathetically and beautifully explained Mrs. 
May Wright-Sewall. was charmed listener, and grasped the meaning 
her inspired oration, the text which found the preamble 
the constitution the Council: Sincerely believing that the best 
good humanity will advanced greater unity thought, sym- 
pathy, and purpose, hereby bind ourselves together confederation 
workers committed the overthrow all forms ignorance and 
injustice, and the application the Golden Rule society, law, and 
custom.” Thus the seed sown. What more natural than that trained 
nurses—a mighty army workers ever increasing civilized lands— 
should bind themselves together confederation for the application 
the Golden Rule? our exclusive little islands, governed 
hereditary legislators, and where the idolatry the Golden Calf scarifies 
poverty with relentless knout, what chance professional self-govern- 
ment can there for the unenfranchised woman worker? What won- 
der then that British nurses under existing conditions should turn with 
hope their colleagues other and more favored lands and invite the 
help and strength gained from international union? 

The idea International Association Nurses appealed 
strongly me. proved acceptable others, and the opportune 
moment for suggesting its formation arrived when the International 
Council Women held its quinquennial meeting London 1899, 
and when Mrs. Sewall—the incarnation the international idea—was 
our midst. Representative nurses from America and other countries 
were also London, and the Matrons’ Council Conference held 
during the Congress week had unique opportunity suggesting 
scheme for the formation International Council Nurses the 
following words: desire bring before this meeting question 
which believe international interest and importance. The 
nursing profession, above all things present, requires organization 
nurses, above all other things, present require united. The 
value their work the sick acknowledged the present day the 
government this and all other civilized countries, but depends 
upon nurses individually and collectively make their work the ut- 
most possible usefulness the sick, and this can only accomplished 
their education based such broad lines that the term trained 
nurse’ shall equivalent that person who has received such 
efficient training and has also proved trustworthy that the 
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responsible duties which she must undertake will performed the 
utmost benefit those entrusted her charge. secure these results 
two things are essential: that there should recognized systems 
nursing education and control over the nursing profession. The 
experience the past has proved that these results can never obtained 
any profession unless united its demands for the necessary 
reform, union alone can the necessary strength obtained. This 
union has been commenced this country and the United States. 
remains for the nurses other lands follow our example and 
unite amongst themselves; but venture contend that the work 
nursing one humanity all the world over, and one, therefore, 
which appeals women every land without distinction class 
degree nationality. the poet’s dream the brotherhood man 
idea, and one which the women all nations, therefore, could 
asked and expected join. The work which nurses are engaged

sympathies, and the abolition prejudices. beg, therefore, pro- 
pose 

“That steps taken organize International Council 
Nurses.” 

This resolution was seconded from the chair Miss Isla Stewart, 
president the Matrons’ Council, supported Miss Huxley, Dublin, 
and Mrs. May Wright-Sewall, and carried unanimously. Preliminary 
Committee was appointed, the Council founded, and later, interna- 
tional selection, the officers were elected. 

The adopted was prefaced the following pre- 
amble: 

We, nurses all nations, sincerely believing that the best good 
our profession will advanced greater unity thought and sym- 
pathy purpose, hereby band ourselves confederation workers 
further the efficient care the sick, and secure the honor and the 
interests the nursing profession.” 
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The objects were defined follows: 

“(a) provide means communication between the nurses 
all nations, and afford facilities for the interchange international 
hospitality. 

“(b)To provide opportunities for nurses meet together from all 
parts the world confer upon questions relating the welfare 
their patients and their profession.” 

augury for future success that representative superinten- 
dents nurse training-schools Great Britain, the United States 
America, the Dominion Canada, the Commonwealth Australia, 
New Zealand, Germany, and Holland have already accepted office the 
International Council.

HISTORY THE BUFFALO GENERAL HOSPITAL 
TRAINING-SCHOOL FOR 


LOIS MASTIN DIEHL 


giving the history the Buffalo General Hospital Training- 
School for Nurses seems necessary refer also some points the 
history the hospital itself, our Training-School not being indepen- 
dent institution, are some other schools. 

About 1849 the first hospital Buffalo—that the Sisters 
Charity—was established. The old building still standing, having 
been converted into tenements. 

1855 the need another hospital was felt, and December 
that year the Buffalo General Hospital was organized. The work evi- 
dently progressed slowly, though surely, for was June 24, 1858, when 
the building was dedicated with appropriate ceremonies and addresses 
ex-President Millard Fillmore, Hon. James Putnam, Mr. Jesse 
Ketcham, and others. 

The original hospital was what known the Old Building.” 
From December 1863, October 1864, the building was used for 
United States Hospital. Dr. Harrington was one the soldier 
patients, afterwards studying medicine. During its use the United 
States outbreak hospital gangrene occurred which was attended 
with great fatality. The patients were kept tents the grounds 
when the weather permitted. Dr. John Brown, Westfield, then 
house physician, relates that, making his rounds through the tents one 
morning, found well-meaning but mistaken lady visitor distributing 
from her carriage the patients green cucumbers and other inappro- 
priate delicacies. 


Read before the Association January 31, 1901. 
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The first detached building was temporary contagious building 
put 1876 and followed permanent one 1877, known the 
occupied the site the present Nurses’ Home, and con- 
sisted two large rooms with central hall and small diet-room. The 
large rooms, wards, could accommodate six patients each. nurses’ 
room opened from the east ward. 

1877 the success the Nurses’ Training-Schools established 
1873 Bellevue, New Haven, and the Massachusetts General was known 
and much dissatisfaction was felt with the old methods nursing. 
Mrs. John Skinner, president the Ladies’ Hospital Association, 
and Mrs. Thomas Rochester, vice-president the same and wife 
eminent physician, determined start new order things. Without 
consulting the medical staff trustees, they engaged Miss Sarah Grey, 
graduate Bellevue, head nurse for one year. Five pupil nurses 
were engaged, and began the first training-school for nurses west 
New York City.

The warden this time was Mr. Bicknall, and the resident 
physician—there was but one—Dr. Charles Stockton, with medical 
student assistant. daily average patients during the year 
was fifty, with maximum seventy-one and minimum 
though small number seems now, certainly called for hard work 
from one resident physician and five nurses. The nurses’ sleeping-rooms 
were necessity located the basement. 

Miss Grey came with the understanding that she was perform 
the duties head nurse only, and declined give other than 
instruction the work nursing. She left the completion her 
year. Her ex-pupil, Mrs. Elizabeth Teal Auld, speaks highly her 
ability nurse. 

Miss Mary Scott (known Sister Mary, after the English cus- 
tom), graduate Dr. Mack’s Training-School St. Catherines, On- 
tario, followed Miss Grey November 1878. The original intention was 
make nurses’ training-schools self-supporting requiring each pupil 
nurse six months’ outside nursing during her second year. The 
first outside nursing” 1878 earned thirty-four dollars. 

The Buffalo General Hospital Report” for 1879 gives the instruc- 
tion imparted the nurses follows: The New Haven Hand-Book 
Nursing’ used text-book, practical lectures are given the 
superintendent nurses, class instruction Huxley and Yeoman’s 
‘Physiology and Hygiene’ the resident physician, and twenty lec- 
tures the visiting staff.” 
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The medical lectures were arranged Dr. Abbott the 
petition the Ladies’ Hospital Association, who that date had 
assumed the organization and management the school. With the 
arranging for lectures the staff, Training-School Committee 
the staff was formed which Dr. Abbott was permanent chair- 
man. With the exception two years from July, 1889, July, 1891, 
the position was held Dr. Abbott continuously until his withdrawal 
July, 1897. Miss Elizabeth Teal received the first diploma the 
school (an engrossed the completion her two-years’ course 
1879. 

the light our present knowledge wish quote extract 
from the Buffalo General Hospital Report” 1879: While have 
had our quota patients the medical and surgical wards, there have 
been only occasional cases obstetrics, but during the past few months 
the number has increased that have been obliged use the Pavilion, 
detached wooden building originally intended for contagious diseases. 
This has answered our purpose tolerably well, but the same time de- 
priving its use for cases which necessity should isolated.” 

1880 was red-letter year the Buffalo General Hospital. The 
administration building, familiarly known the New Building,” and 
under construction 1879 and 1880, was opened October 1880. This 
supplied the additional private rooms and obstetric ward much needed, 
and the use part the third floor private rooms, reserved for the 
warden’s family and nurses, permitted increase the Training- 
School, which had been limited for lack accommodations. The school 
this time had thirteen pupils. Sister Mary, after two-years’ charge 
the school, was succeeded Miss Cornelia Seeley, the Boston City 
and Woman’s Hospital, Boston, Massachusetts. 

Miss Seeley was woman with ability and ideas, and the school was 
her placed firm basis and many improvements were introduced. 
Among these was the Nurses’ Record Book,” originated Miss Seeley, 
which the work and record each pupil was kept. The Conference 
Committee was also her idea and was formed 1880. consisted 
Advisory Committee confer with the superintendent nurses, 
composed the president the Ladies’ Hospital Association, the presi- 
dent the Board Trustees, and the chairman the Training-School 
Committee the medical staff (Dr. Abbott) permanent secretary. 

1881 the resident physician was allowed assistant, and diet 
kitchen was started give the nurses experience sick-cookery, each 
nurse serving diet nurse for month. 

1882 the school numbered sixteen pupils. Examinations are 
first mentioned the report for that year, also the application blanks 
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for candidates. 1882 also the first graduating exercises were held. 
1883 Dr. Mynter and Dr. Park were appointed surgeons the staff, 
and with their coming surgery was introduced into the Gen- 
eral Hospital. The number nurses had now reached again the 
limit accommodations. library for nurses was started, donations 
books being made the staff, and monthly assessment ten cents 
was levied among the nurses for the purchase new books. March, 
1883, the first death occurred the Training-School, Miss Emma Ken- 
nedy, the Class ’84, who had been caring for family with diph- 
theria, contracted the disease and died after illness five days. 

1884 Mayor Jonathan Scoville made gift two thousand 
dollars for the use the hospital. was decided use open 
ward for children. After-contributions the object were liberal 
that only small portion Mayor Scoville’s gift was used. The 
obstetric ward was converted into ward for children, now the nurses’ 
dining-room. The remaining money, with additional gift three 
hundred dollars from Mayor Scoville, was used build maternity 
cottage the northwest corner the grounds, familiarly known the 
Nursery” and later Scoville Cottage.” 

The children’s ward was opened May 13, 1884. August 1884, 
Miss Seeley resigned take charge the City Hospital 
Rhode Island. Her term superintendent has been the longest the 
history the school, covering about four years. Miss Elizabeth Johnson, 
graduate the New York Hospital, took her place September, 1884. 
Mrs. Skinner, one the founders the Training-School, died during 
this year. 

Gates Cottage, the donation Mrs. George Gates, was built 
during the summer 1885, being opened the fall. Miss Mary 
Taylor, the Class had the honor being the first district nurse 
Buffalo, being employed soon after her graduation the First Pres- 
byterian Church for work among the poor. the end her year 
superintendent Miss Johnson resigned take the study medicine 
the University Buffalo. She was followed superintendent her 
class-mate, Miss Mary Howell, who took charge the school Octo- 
ber 1885. 

The second death the school took place that fall. Miss Jean 
Rutherford, Class died typhoid fever the end her first 
year school. 

1886 the Fitch Accident Hospital was opened, and for some time 
was furnished with supplies and nurses the General Hospital. 

The tents which had been used hot weather for the men’s surgical 
ward were abandoned after the autumn 1886. They were placed 
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the grounds east the buildings and had been much benefit the 
patients, who were left them late the season possible. 
fall 1886 was raw and wet, and most promising amputation patient 
developed fatal pneumonia. This was the direct cause abandoning 
the system. 

After seventeen months superintendent nurses Miss 
Howell resigned, May 1887, marry. Miss Francis, the 
Class acted temporary superintendent, and graduating 
received the appointment. 

1888 new rules and regulations were drawn up. Miss Lois 
Masten, Class *87, was appointed superintendent succeed Miss 
Francis, who resigned July 23. Miss Susan Long, Class was 
appointed first night superintendent. 

Kimberly Cottage (contagious) was built during this year 
memorial cottage the daughters John Kimberly (the Misses 
Kimberly and Mrs. Wm. Walker). 

The porte-cochére and solarium for patients was added the front 
the hospital 1889 through the efforts Miss Margaret Moore, 
former patient. the fall this year two junior nurses, Class 
were stricken with typhoid fever. Miss Nettie Perry died November 
and Miss Anna Dawson’s health was impaired that she was 
obliged resign. 

The small amount outside nursing done the school was con- 
stant source anxiety the management, and the superintendent 
nurses was continually urged increase it. This seemed im- 
possibility, the demands hospital work continued outstrip the 
growth the school. was thought that nurses’ home, allowing 
larger school, might solve the difficulty, and the subject began 
agitated. 

About January 1890, the position warden became vacant, and 
was filled temporarily Miss Susan Long, whose position night 
superintendent was transferred Miss Jeanette Oliver, the Class 

Mrs. Thomas Rochester, who with Mrs. Skinner had organized 
the school, died January 1890. Through the bounty Mrs. George 
Gates nurses’ home was built and furnished during the year. 

the spring 1891 ex-Mayor Scoville died, leaving twenty-five 
thousand dollars for the benefit the Training-School. After having 
had charge the Training-School for three years, Miss Masten resigned 
July 1891, and was followed Miss Clara Carter, the Class 
During this year the average number patients was one hundred 
and sixteen, pupil nurses about thirty. 
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During the year 1892 outside teacher was employed give the 
nurses instruction June brass tablet was 
placed the nurses’ home the pupils honor Mrs. Gates. Miss 
Carter resigned the end her year take church work. Miss 
Lucetta Gross, the Boston City Hospital, succeeded her. During 
this year the first graduate head nurses were employed. Miss Gross 
remained two years and resigned 1894. She was sueceeded Miss 
Kate Kennedy, the Class Miss Lillian Brewster, pupil 
nurse, died heart trouble while home her vacation. 

The new wing the hospital was begun August 31, 1895. 
perienced masseuse was employed instruct the nurses massage 
during 1895. 

the spring 1897 Miss Kennedy resigned and Miss Ellen Van 
Denike, superintendent, with Miss Ellen Lingren, assistant super- 
intendent, both the New York Hospital, were engaged. Under Miss 
Denike’s superintendency the course was lengthened three years and 
the allowance was reduced. The outside nursing had become practi- 
cally dead letter, nurses, instead, being employed special duty

the hospital. 
The new wing was completed 1899 and the woman’s ward the 


old building converted into dormitory for nurses, the opposite ward 
undergoing similar change for the maids. 

Miss Denike and Miss Lingren resigned the fall 1899 and were 
followed Mrs. Amy Goodwyn, the Garfield Memorial Hospital, 
number graduates were employed. 

The hospital report 1899 gives the daily average patients 
one hundred and forty-three, nurses and probationers forty-seven, gradu- 
ate nurses four. 

looking back the early history the school one cannot but 
surprised the great results achieved from such small beginnings. 

the early part 1900 the benefactor the school, Mrs. Gates, 
passed her reward. 

The total number graduates the school July 1900, was 
two hundred and thirty-one. This did not include two graduates dropped 
from the rolls for cause. 

Nine the graduates have chosen other occupations, follows: 
three physicians, one dentist, one deaconess, one stenographer, two mani- 
curists, and one lodging-house keeper. 

Sixty-four have married (twenty-seven per cent. the total number 
graduates), twelve have died, ninety-three have left Buffalo, and one 
hundred and twenty-six remain the city. 
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SPINAL COCAINIZATION

THE ability produce the injection cocaine into 
the spinal-cord regarded one the most interesting discoveries 
the day. While under this anesthetic the patient perfectly conscious 
and fully aware everything taking place. the same time she 
without any sense pain, though retaining sense touch.

INSTRUMENT 


The instrument used double needle, the finer needle fitting 
inside the heavier. The fine needle four and half inches long, being 
one-half inch longer than the heavy needle. piece rubber tubing 
one inch long connects this needle with small glass bulb; this bulb 
again connects with similar piece tubing. This tubing attached 
silver stop-cock which connects with another piece tubing ending 


rubber bulb. The stop-cock used preserve the vacuum which 
created the bulb.

Two aseptic hypodermic syringes are also required, glass syringes, 
they may boiled, being preferred. One syringe fitted with the 
usual hypodermic needle and the other contains the cocaine for spinal 
injection. 
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COCAINE 


PREPARATION 
The cocaine may prepared various ways: 

Add forty minims sterile water cocaine, hypodermic tablets, 
one grain, boiling this solution one minute. 

Place cocaine, one grain, hypodermic tablets, sterile glass, 
adding enough chloroform dissolve cocaine. This mixture rubbed 
until the chloroform evaporates. the remaining sediment added 
forty minims sterile water. The solution now ready for use. 


AND PREPARATION PATIENT 


POSITION 
The patient usually sits operating-table, bent forward, the elbows 
resting the thighs. cases where the patient unable take this 
position the Sims position may used. 

The back prepared the same way for any operation. The 
dressing removed when the patient position, and the back 
again scrubbed. sterilized sheet placed over the patient. The open- 
ing the sheet must large enough allow the surgeon space for 
necessary measurements. 


THE COCAINE 


INJECTION 


Everything being readiness, ten minims this prepared cocaine 
injected into the skin over the space between the third and fourth 
lumbar When sufficiently anesthetized, small incision 
made. The needles, being put together, are now inserted and are at- 
tached the exhausted bulb with rubber tubing and glass bulb. When 
the needles have pierced the meninges surrounding the filaments the 
cauda equina the stop-cock opened, and almost immediately the cere- 
bro-spinal fluid appears the glass bulb. 

Should this fluid not appear, the inner needle withdrawn, wire 
run through displace any possible clot, and then reinserted, being 
again attached the exhausted bulb. 

advantage the double needle here apparent. The inner 
needle being withdrawn, the outer needle remains stationary, thus pre- 
venting, the reinsertion, another puncture the meninges. 

When the cerebro-spinal fluid appears, the glass bulb detached 
from the rubber tubing and the syringe attached, containing twenty 
minims the cocaine solution, this amount equalling one-half grain. 

One minute taken inject this quantity, and followed im- 
mediately ten minims sterile water, which fills the needle. The 
needles are then withdrawn and sterilized, and adhesive plaster placed 


over the incision. 
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Patient now assumes recumbent position operating-table, and 
tests for are begun once. 


EFFECT 


The feet are usually anesthetized first, the time taken being from 
one five minutes, and very soon the patient waist 
line. 

The height which the goes varies with the individual. 
Frequently goes high the third rib, and some cases the face 
and part the scalp have been anesthetized. 

The pulse usually remains regular, from eighty one hundred 
beats per minute, and the respirations are natural. The patient has 
peculiar pallor and free perspiration. Invariably she becomes nauseated, 
though vomiting may prevented giving strong, clear coffee drink. 
lasts one hour and sometimes little longer. 


AFTER-EFFECTS 


The after-effects seldom vary. Some patients have slight delirium 
and all suffer from violent headache, which usually lasts from twenty- 
four forty-eight hours. This condition may relieved giving 
from five ten grains antipyrine. 

Major well minor operations are performed under this 
thorough asepsis being observed every detail. 


DR. HOWARD KELLY’S METHOD CATHETERIZA- 
TION 


catheter used, having been prepared for use boiling 
five minutes soda solution. 

The nurse then scrubs her hands carefully, places the patient 
the bed-pan, exposes the vulva, and separates the labia expose 
the urethral orifices. She now takes pledget cotton, saturated 
with boric acid solution, the grasp the forceps, and with this 
thoroughly cleanses the urethral orifice. This repeated with another 
pledget when the patient about catheterized.

the laity still hold this principle, and many nurse finds she shocks 

the family keeping pitcher water within the patient’s reach. Even 

health people not drink enough, and the system cries out for its 

proper amount fluid, which they try supply tea and coffee in- 

stead pure water. 
Cannot nurses teach the world better? large amount 

constipation might prevented they would only realize this, for 

drinking water with meals softens the food and assists absorption, 


also drinking between meals stimulates the intestinal glands, aiding 
secretion, both stomach and intestines, well providing the system 
with needed fluid, aiding the manufacture blood, and stimulating 
the kidneys secretion. 

The excellent results enteroclysis and colonic flushing be- 
coming more and more recognized the medical profession.

some cases being remarkable.

enteroclysis normal salt solution has proved most beneficial,—in fact,

cases anemia, pernicious simple, and general sepsis, salt 
solution rectum, one two pints daily, replenishes the blood and 
gives gentle general stimulation.

This stimulates the kidneys 
and overcomes great measure the profound toxemia that often exists 
this disease. may given colonic flushing, distending the 
colon with the entire amount the hot fluid, and then syphoning 
back, rectal irrigation, allowing the solution run out imme- 
diately. The Kemp tube the best for this, the double current per- 
mits continual flow; two small rectal tubes may inserted with 
the same result. 

typhoid any high fever irrigation temperature 
sixty-five degrees assists greatly reducing the temperature, but dis- 
tending the colon with any amount fluid typhoid always ques- 
tionable. 

Colitis treated large extent now with colonic flushing either 
1000; quinine sulphate, ten grains the quart, simple salt solution. 
Some the most successful results have been from the quinine treat- 
ment, has specific action the The irrigation colitis 
should given once twice daily. When the salt solution quinine 
used may given often every four six hours. 

Hypodermoclysis, subcutaneous injection, coming more and 
more into favor for shock from any cause for general stimulation. 
given with large aspirating needle, about five hundred one thou- 
sand cubic centimetres temperature one hundred and six one 
hundred and eighteen degrees; usually given the breast abdo- 
men, with children the buttocks. 

pneumonia typhoid, given daily when the heart’s action 
weak there much toxemia, has proved very beneficial. There 
seldom any pain attending it, and the many cases have seen treated 
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this way have never yet seen abscess, and where aseptic precau- 
tions are taken there practically danger. 

There less tendency chill afterwards than the venous in-

During definite illness, long and wearing short and sharp, 
nurse’s duties are positive and sure, hers—and hers only. She has 
been trained watch, recognize, and meet abnormal conditions;

the requirements the disease rather than the individual, who 
this time has lost his interest life, his habitual attitude and poise, his 
natural disposition, and really, however perverse and wilful seems, 
the hands his physician, family, and nurse for new adjustment 
life regains his health. But what preparation has she made within 
herself, what training has the hospital given her, meet the longer, 
infinitely more trying, and scarcely less important time convalescence 

hospital work practically not see convalescence, because 
the patients are early discharged make room for more needy ones, 
and are too busy with the very sick give the recovering inmates 
all the thought and planning they should have; but perhaps are too 
ready feel that this fault ours, only the pressure cir- 
cumstances. get our dressed and wheel-chairs 
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some pleasant spot, take them food and medicine, perhaps put books 
within reach make sure they are near favorite friends; then dozen 
duties claim our attention and keep it—usually for too long. get 
our patient back bed soon the frail body should go? re- 
member how any position, unchanged, becomes unendurable 
that the hours pass the woman who was left with her face the shadow 
and her feet the sun, may now have the bright light her eyes and 
the cold shade her body? that wraps may slip clothing disar- 
ranged? that the fact being often gives thirst for water and long- 
ing for fresh air which were not felt bed? that the body, long used 
bedclothes, usually sensitive chill, pressure, constriction? 
ourselves enjoy looking from the same window the same angle for 
several hours, and can talk interminably with the same person whom 
see every day? Did give thought the appropriateness those 
books? remember that invalids depend greatly the mere feeling 
being personally cared for, and miss like true physical comfort 
suddenly withdrawn? Are sure that where left the beds 
the porch the occupants will not see disagreeable sights? that they 
see anything pleasant? that the neighbors are congenial? Patients who 
walk about and much for themselves are often pitifully neglected 
the things which they cannot do. 

private work the time recovery puts far greater strain 
the nurse than the illness, and taxes her resources infinitely more. 
the beginning she came, fresh and vigorous, aid family worn out 
anxiety and care. When convalescence sets the relatives are relieved, 
happy, gay; the invalid regaining his hold life and needing 
pation, recreation, exercise, and amusement the very time when the 
nurse not only tired, but deprived her strongest incentive effort— 
for the loosening the tension anxiety which the family regain 
their wonted spirits removes the stimulation which vivified her work. 
The invalid must never think this; the family, alas, remember too 
seldom. 

for this time that all her knowledge, inventiveness, tact, 
patience, and self-command are needed, and for this time that she 
should most jealously have preserved any talents accomplishments 
which she had before entering the training-school and which are often 
wholly neglected afterwards; that she may help the peevish child 
happier frame mind, reconcile the restless, athletic boy enforced 
captivity, occupy the book-loving girl without taxing eyes brain, and 
make seclusion endurable for the active, energetic man woman. 
now that her skill cooking and serving food needed, now that she 
must read aloud for endless hours, now that she must massage the weary 
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muscles, arrange exercises which can given bed, insist upon and 
regulate necessary exertions. The nurse who can sing otherwise make 
music, who can play cards well teach new game who can 
show new design for knitting with large needles, who can read 
another tongue than English, will more acceptable often—not always 
—with grown person. she can draw, paint, model clay; she 
can teach simple botany, geology, ornithology that time when, after 
illness, all God’s world seems new and wonderful; she can show worsted 
work paper weaving others the myriad diversions the kinder- 
garten; she remembers the puzzles and games which amused her own 
she can make doll clothes, rig ship, raise plant 
from seed, moth from cocoon, frog from tadpole,—if she 
can think things do, and them, she will succeed with children.* 

And, above all, she should story-teller; not the sense 
inventing tales (though this inestimable value), but the sense 
making grist all that comes her mill—gathering from every walk

Used being waited on, many 
convalescents will indefinitely defer making any effort for themselves. 
and their attitude often seconded anxious relatives, who fear over- 
exertion for the invalid and, perhaps naturally, mentally accuse selfish- 
ness the nurse who withdraws part her own services and tries 
arouse some activity her charge. takes endless tact and discretion 
manage this point, but must done nevertheless, for however much 
nurse may misjudged, her real duty not endlessly wait upon her 
patient, but restore his ability wait upon himself. 

This and can only rough and poor outline large subject: 
few thoughts which, they can set nurses yet training thinking 
for themselves along the lines preparation for convalescent nursing, 
will lead the discovery far more than suggested here.

Perhaps time there will chance that the second course may 
have growing attraction, but the first probably only the devoted few will 
ever willing take, for its instruction must lie the tedious process 
trying yourself; other words, every nurse should feel that her 
equipment not complete unless she has herself experienced the miseries 
good, hard illness, with tedious convalescence full complications, 
large and small, and some instructively sharp pains. How otherwise can 
ever possible thoroughly understand the mighty temptations and 
trivial trials patient, the utter loss scale ordinary existence

DEMONSTRATION NURSING WORK 


SARA ANICE BOWEN 
Boston City Hospital 


For the past three years the Boston City Hospital has given an- 
nually practical demonstration the work done the nurses the 
Training-School. The idea originated the Illinois Training-School, 
Chicago, where part the nurses gave exercise practical work 
for the benefit the rest the members the school. This idea was 
afterwards carried out upon larger scale the Presbyterian 
New York. The elaboration the plan detail may made fit 
the capacity and equipment any training-school. 

The demonstration, which given the surgical amphitheatre, 
consists four groups, which follow one another successively. The 
separate parts each group are carried simultaneously, which gives 
added interest the programme and confidence those who participate 
it.

carrying out this programme necessary have several 
patients act subjects. These are usually easily obtained from 
among the convalescents.

the practical way make sick people comfortable. The skill and 
dexterity necessary the successful administration treatment for 
the relief and comfort patients comes revelation those who 
have never witnessed it. 

these days the value and usefulness the work trained 
nurses need not demonstrated, but such exercise that 
described above can any way help show the public that the 
training-schools connection with our hospitals are seeking teach 
their nurses earnestness and faithfulness the details their work, 
added usefulness will given the occasion.

Much 
the selfishness the world due, not actual hard-heartedness, but 
similar lack imaginative power. difficult for the happy 
realize the needs the miserable. Did they realize those needs, they 
would many cases melted pity and roused help. The faculty 
putting one’s self the place others therefore great, though 
indirect, service the cause morality, and this faculty may culti- 
vated means fairy tales. 

they follow intently the progress the story, the young listeners 
are constantly called upon place themselves situations which they 
have never been, imagine trials, dangers, and difficulties such they 
have never experienced, reproduce themselves, for instance, such 
feelings that being alone the wide world, being separated from 
father’s and mother’s love, etc. Thus their sympathy variety 
forms aroused. 

the next place, fairy tales stimulate the idealizing tendency. 
What were life worth without ideals? Thus faith itself cannot abide 
unless supported vivid idealism. 

“In speaking fairy tales have mind chiefly the German 
The are more than mere tales helpful fairies. 
They have, well known, mythological background. They 
come from time when the world was young. They represent the 
childhood mankind, and for this reason that they never fail 
appeal children. The have subtle flavor all their own. 
They are pervaded the poetry forest life, are full the sense 
mystery and awe, which apt overcome one penetrating deeper 
and deeper into the woods, away from human habitations. But per- 
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haps their chief attraction due their representing the child living 
brotherly fellowship with nature and all creatures. Trees, flowers, 
animals, wild and tame, even the stars, are represented the comrades 
children. The child still lives unbroken communion with the 
whole nature; the harmony between its own life and the enveloping 
life has not yet been disturbed, and this harmony the human with 
the natural world that reflects itself the atmosphere the 
and makes them admirably suited satisfy the heart childhood. 

first counsel is: Tell the story; not only give 
the child read.

Tradition living 
thing, and should use the living voice its vehicle.

whole. not make the story taper towards single point, the 
moral point. You will squeeze all the juice out you try. not 
subordinate the purely fanciful and naturalistic elements the story, 
such the love mystery, the passion for roving, the sense fellow- 
ship with the animal world, order fix attention solely the moral 
element. the contrary, you will get the best moral effect proceed- 
ing exactly the opposite way. Treat the moral element incident 
emphasize it, indeed, but incidentally. 

How often does happen that, having set out journey with 
distinct object mind, something occurs the way which had not 
foreseen, but which the end leaves the deepest impression the mind.

HOW EXAMINE INSTITUTION 


aid the managers and Advisory Boards and committees 
charitable correctional institutions and volunteer visitors such 
institutions submit the following hints how determine the sani- 
tary condition building this class, based upon professional 
experience many years. 

approaching such building one should first notice its surround- 
ings and general appearance. shut other buildings? open 
the free circulation air? Are there many trees obstruct sun and 
air and create and foster damp? the site high and dry low and 
damp? Are the buildings brick, stone, wood? rain and melted 
snow soak into the ground around the foundations? the roof-water 
carried away from the building not saturate the soil? Are there 
abundant windows? Does the building face have the benefit 
the prevailing summer breeze? Are there sheltered yards walks for 
exercise pleasant weather? the general aspect cheerful and whole- 
some bleak and forbidding 

entering the building: the in-door atmosphere fresh and pure, 
stale, close, and stoggy,—a combination odors from kitchen and 
laundry, and floors scrubbed too frequently until they become water- 
soaked? Are the inmates pallid, inert, and tired, and the employees 
look nervous, worn, and anxious? flowers and vines flourish, and 
there any sunlight apparent any circulation air? Where plants 
thrive human beings also, they both require light and air, while 
plants suffer from dust and dry atmosphere. Darkness and dirt are 
akin. impossible keep place clean there are dark corners and 
general dinginess. one the finest hospital buildings the world 
the corridors are lighted gas day, and the matron’s bathroom 
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had strike match distinguish the porcelain tub. marvellous 
how little regard light paid most builders. evil 
houses every class and size. 

Examine the cracks the floor, and they are full wet dirt, 
often the case, shows too much swilling water over old, rotting 
floors. prefer using damp mop such wholesale methods, which may 
for ship’s deck, but not for corridor dining-room occupied 
human beings. 

Let now investigate the cellar and basement, for the underpin- 
ning building the vital part. affects the whole structure. 
find dirt, disorder, cobwebs, and neglect there, may condemn the 
management once. the cellar the heating apparatus and air 
supply. There fuel stored and often the refrigerator, hence the im- 
portance having sweet and dry, light and airy. Houses, like 
plants, must not have wet feet,” and damp cellar the worst all 
evils. Therefore look sharply for signs damp. the pipes and other 
metal work are rusty, the plastered ceiling bulges has fallen large 
patches and the exposed laths buckle,” the cracks the stone 
brick flooring are black with moisture, the beams and posts have be- 
come mere punk with dry rot, that knife will penetrate them like 
cheese, the walls are clammy with moisture, then the cellar should 
condemned. Vegetables will rot there, cobwebs and mildew flourish, 
and mould and decay abound. Cellar air will rise every floor and pene- 
trate every crack and crevice. foul and damp, debilitates and 
weakens the inmates and subjects them colds and increased danger 
infection. Show house exposed such influences, and will 
guarantee continuous crop little ailments, and regular outbreaks 
typhoid, diphtheria, and grip when they are prevalent. You cannot have 
health where there constant in-door damp. 

Next look the plumbing. the drain-pipes are hidden under- 
ground, then suspect them. They should exposed view along the 
side-wall ceiling. they are brick stone, much the worse. 
they have sagged are not properly supported, they need bracing up. 
Are they light cast iron, brittle and rusted, thin metal and short 
then they should replaced with extra heavy cast iron. See that the 
lead the joints does not protrude, owing unequal expansion and 
contraction, and that the lead shows the marks the plumber’s calking 
tool. pipes are pieced with pieces sheet lead tin wrapped with 
wire, proves chokage with grease and that some botch plumber has been 
meddling with them. there are traps man-holes open for re- 
moving obstructions, which have flat, round covers, see that they are tight, 

they easily work loose, and should replaced brass trap screws. 
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Note areas are protected from dead leaves and dirt, and open rain 
and snow, that the latter not soak into hole the ground. 

Are there windows opposite sides the cellar insure cross- 
current air, and are they ever opened? Are ashes stored for any tine 
the cellar? Are the coal-bins high obstruct light and air 
circulation? Are there any plumbing fixtures the cellar, excepting 
sink draw water? they are not desirable. 

What the source the fresh-air supply? likely con- 
taminated from coal-dust, sheet-dust, ashes? How long since the cold- 
air box was cleaned? made galvanized iron, unseasoned 
wood full cracks and openings for cellar air enter? Lastly, are there 
any recesses the walls where drain-pipes are carried which allow cellar 
air rise upper floors 

Having discussed the immediate surroundings and the cellar, will 
now consider the basement the building. course, everyone under- 
stands why wrong occupy ground-floor for sleeping purposes. 
Yet one often finds basements and even cellars used living-rooms 
hotels, apartment houses, and other buildings that proper refer 
the matter. bad enough place plumbing fixtures such 
places, but person should sleep the ground-floor under any circum- 
stances. 

may next examine the store-rooms and refrigerators where milk, 
ice, and food are kept, and note they are properly located and kept 
clean and sweet. Light important aid cleanliness, and such 
receptacles should not placed dark corners where they are apt 
neglected. The less woodwork there about such places the better. 
they can constructed with cement floors, occasionally 
washed down with hose, will advantageous. Milk should not 
placed directly ice the same compartment with articles that may 
taint it. refrigerator should not connect directly with sewer 
house-drain, but should have waste-pipe separately trapped which dis- 
charges over open the cellar. This should also trapped, 
unless has independent outlet. This waste-pipe should frequently 
flushed with boiling water and soda, soon gets slimy and foul. 

this connection let say warning word about filters. There 
are scores different devices for filtering water. many places some 
such appliance indispensable. filter, however, can trusted unless 
can periodically cleaned. The more impurities collects, the more 
becomes itself source contamination, and unless the current can 
reversed and the filtering material thoroughly purified, con- 
demned. the most perfect filters the material not only washed 
this way, but oxidized forcing current air through under

great pressure, and thus all impurities are destroyed. The importance 
care selecting the right kind filter cannot overstated. 

Laundries institutions are often very objectionable. They are 
badly located, the foot hall stairs places where the steamy 
vapor can rise upper floors. they are dark and gloomy, and usually 
too small and wholly unventilated. institution should 
detached from the main building and should spacious and well lighted. 
There should abundant ventilation, and the health the laundresses 
should duly considered. The comfort and health domestic em- 
ployees might well receive more attention. Better sleeping-accommoda- 
tion should provided. Two adults should never occupy the same bed. 
More baths for servants’ use should provided, with rooms where they 
can rest when ill and overworked. The appearance domestic servants 
general does not indicate that they enjoy the best health, and few 
them are ruddy and robust they might be. 

Every precaution against fire should taken laundries, especially 
drying-rooms and around stoves and other heating apparatus. Such 
places should provided with automatic sprinklers, and fire extin- 
guishers should hung plain view. Pails fine sand sifted ashes 
are very useful for putting out small fires, and are less troublesome than 
water-buckets, which are apt forgotten and the water allowed 
evaporate become foul and offensive. 

inspecting kitchen institution well inquire how the 
food prepared; whether the cooking utensils are scrupulously clean; 
where garbage kept, and how often removed. Sinks should 
scoured and their traps kept free from grease frequent doses potash 
dissolved boiling water. Pails, kettles, and other utensils should not 
stored under sinks, but closets, they may jam the lead pipes and thus 
much mischief. Such closets and all store-rooms should light and 
airy. common blunder for architects and builders not arrange 
windows properly light living- and work-rooms. Sinks and wash-tubs 
will placed dark corners; hall-ways will quite dark 
twilight gloom. Lamps gas must used most the time, and 
result the help are never contented comfortable.

VISITING NURSING NEW YORK* 


MRS. MERLE CARHART 
Post-Graduate Hospital Training-School, New York 


WITHIN the past three four years there seems have sprung 
considerable demand for the services trained nurses perform 
what has been called visiting hourly nursing. often happens that 
neither necessary nor desirable certain cases for the patient have 
the continuous presence the trained nurse during the entire twenty- 
four hours the day. some families, even among the wealthy, 
additional member the household time sickness incon- 
venience avoided, unless absolutely essential for the safety the 
patient. visiting nurse can procured those things which 
only trained nurse can properly perform, maids and relatives can 
depended upon attend the ordinary needs the sick person. 
course, only limited class cases which visiting nursing ap- 
plicable. all recognize the fact that acute diseases serious nature 
should have the continuous care trained nurse carry out the treat- 
ment the medical attendant. many medical cases, however, espe- 
cially those semi-acute chronic course, the visiting nurse can 
attend the daily bath, apply massage electricity, give enemata, 
douches, irrigation, see that medicines are properly taken; fact, 
she can hour two up” the invalid for the day, that her 
absence other times not detrimental. She should usually arrange 
her visit present, for obvious reasons, when the doctor calls.

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some surgical cases, also, the presence the nurse operations, when 
surgical dressings are made, when special treatment adopted may 
all that essential, provided additional care possible from members 
the family friends. 

For people living boarding-houses and small apartments visiting 
nursing eminently desirable, since there often absolutely place for 
nurse sleep. addition, the comparative economy visiting 
nursing factor importance with people small means, who might 
not otherwise able procure trained nurse all. 

The need for visiting nursing and its success have some analogy 
the need for and success district and settlement work, about which 
have been hearing. 

The fact visiting nursing New York has not yet become well 
known among the laity, nor are its advantages appreciated the medi- 
cal profession. Both the laity and the doctors seem recognize the need 
for hourly nursing when the idea presented them, but has been the 
experience the writer this article that devotion visiting nursing 
often interfered with demands for regular, continuous nursing. 
One doctor who gave great encouragement the writer devote herself 
hourly nursing was quite indignant her refusal take regular 
case, and never called her again for either regular hourly work. 
preparing this article the writer has corresponded with the few nurses 
whom she has found doing visiting nursing, and will now quote 
from some the letters received. 

Miss Mary Pring writes: When began, about year ago, 
visited many the doctors, and although they all professed inter- 
ested hourly nursing and glad hear there was such nurse call 
upon, almost every case never heard from them afterwards. Neither 
the doctors nor the laity seem have gotten used the idea yet, 
although believe will come with time.” Miss Pring’s experience was 
limited very few cases. 

Miss Martha Janes thinks that “the subject does need 
brought more before the public. Even doctors who have had the matter 
brought their notice forget about it. patient mine whom 
was recently speaking hourly nursing said: Why, surely doctor 
could not have known about this. That would have just suited case 
two years ago, when could not have trained nurse all the 

Mrs. Lester Wilson, New York Hospital nurse, one who has 
already made success visiting nursing, and she has sent the follow- 
ing contribution, which will quoted full, although covering some 


points already touched upon: 
think that there great call for hourly nurses city 
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village any place. have found that great many cases people 
not require have nurse all the time, and great many other people 
cannot afford hire nurse all the time, and that nurse can in, 
and hour two can accomplish much nurse who there 
all the time, far actual care concerned. Wealthy people not 
care much for the expense, but they not want nurse around all 
the time. They have maids the house who can wait them and 
everything but the one thing that they call the nurse for, which some- 
thing that maid would not capable doing. 

training for hourly nursing should the best. Just any 
nurse cannot satisfy people, any means. Why people not have 
higher opinion hourly nursing than they because some nurse 
who too old too tired, for some reason other has not succeeded 
very well private nursing, has taken hourly nursing. really first- 
class nurses would into it, they could make much money they 
private nursing, and would get great deal more fresh air and 
exercise than they now. think great deal pleasanter than 
private nursing. certainly never did private nursing because thought 
was pleasant, but because could not afford institutional work. 

have many nurses who come and say, come you 
because know you have made success hourly nursing, and want 
your opinion whether had better take And then ask them 
why they want take up, and nine times out ten find that 
because they have not made success private nursing; and advise 
most them not into it, because they are not fond enough hard 
work. Anyone who going into hourly nursing make success 
ought just love hard work, and dirty work too. The trouble with 
great many nurses that they are fond sitting around with their 
hands folded. 

make hourly nursing pay, too, nurse ought have good 
deal executive ability order plan her day and get all come 
out right. 

charge for the work ought regulated according the 
patient’s ability pay, just doctor regulates his charges. People 
who can afford pay four dollars day and the board nurse are 
quite willing pay two dollars for visit from nurse hour she 
gives them bath irrigation, does surgical dressing and gets 
them straightened out for the day. not remember that have ever 
had anyone object the price that charged them for hourly nursing.” 

Mrs. Lester Wilson has expressed herself very forcibly, and her 
ideas regarding the work are decidedly original. 

order make success visiting nursing New York, where 
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the idea has not yet been fully developed, registration some nurses’ 
registry seems essential, and perhaps may necessary occasionally 
take regular cases for continuous work also, until sufficient clientéle 
hourly nursing obtained. But general the two kinds work 
are conflicting, since one long case continuous nursing puts nurse 
out touch with her other patients and makes her unavailable when 
upon for hourly nursing. 

From financial stand-point visiting nursing least 
munerative regular nursing good clientéle obtained. The 
writer has times made considerably more than four dollars per day. 
course, occasionally cases were few and receipts limited, but aver- 
age three four patients day should support nurse nicely, with 
the advantages considerable leisure during the day and regular sleep 
night. 

rates, the writer considers one dollar for the first hour and 
twenty-five cents for the ensuing hours are probably all that people 
limited means, constituting large proportion the patients 
hourly nursing, can afford pay. Perhaps the second hour should usu- 
ally fifty cents, suggested Miss Martha Janes, with whose 
ideas the following quotation the writer agrees the main. She says: 

registry first voted have the rates for hourly nursing 
one dollar for the first hour and twenty-five cents for each ensuing hour 
till the usual price per day was reached. 

After second case was fully persuaded that the price for 
ensuing hours should fifty cents instead twenty-five cents. the 
majority cases the extra twenty-five cents little that the nurse will 
kept that length mean for two hours, anyway,—and 
the time car-fare paid almost nothing remains for the hour’s work, 
and very likely good part another hour will consumed getting 
the next patient one’s room.” 

conclusion, the writer thinks that visiting nursing has future 
success before it, and that has many advantages both for patient 
and nurse. 

The advantages for the patient have been dwelt upon. 
For the nurse gives varied and interesting work, many ways 
pleasanter than regular continuous nursing; furnishes fresh air and 
exercise, and therefore healthier than confined work private 
insures sleep night and regular habits, and therefore more com- 
fortable well healthier; and, lastly, with good clientéle fully 
remunerative regular nursing, besides giving greater freedom 
action and mode life. its advantages are better known sure 
taken more and more successful nurses.

Miss graduate Bellevue Hospital, writes from Las Animas 
Hospital, Cuba: 

“This hospital designed for all contagious diseases, but get more 
yellow-fever than anything else. During 1900 had about two hundred and 
seventy cases, and two-thirds them were Americans. great many Spaniards 
have yellow-fever, but most them are treated the Cuban hospital. 

“You people the North think yellow-fever much worse than really 
bad case cannot, true, much exaggerated, but there are many light 
and there are other diseases having higher death-rate, the worst 
which tuberculosis; never advise any one with phthisis Cuba, for 
they would not live long. October and November were our worst months. 
then had large number cases, and the disease seemed more malig- 
nant type. 

ward work very hard and trying. Each ward contains several small 
rooms, and yellow-fever patients must constantly classified and the milder 
cases kept separated from the more severe ones. Before death they are nearly 
always delirious, and give them single rooms, have boards the side the 
bed, and man constantly sitting beside them. Each case like case private 
duty, and the treatment cold water, very little medication being used. Every 
patient has cleansing bath each morning and clean linen. For week, more 
less, milk nourishment any sort given, the stomach usually will 
retain nothing. Then begin with half ounce ounce once three 
hours. that retained increase gradually. Beef tea given case there 
albumen the urine. also give them ice-cream, and when they begin 
eat they are fed about like typhoids. Every patient must take plenty 
water order keep the kidneys well flushed. They can have plain ice-water, 
limeade, Vichy, Apollinaris, almost any mineral water, and ginger ale, the idea 
being get them take much fluid possible. When they come they 
have large dose castor-oil calomel and jalap, and afterwards enema 
daily until the worst the disease over. 

“During the early stages, when there much pain, frequently give five 
grains phenacetine; then they have ice-caps the head, hot-water bags 
wherever they are wanted, mustard pastes over the epigastrium for nausea, and 
ice-sponges ice-water enemata whenever the temperature reaches 103°. 
the urine deficient, saline solutions are given per rectum, six ounces every 
four hours. 

“The charting work enormous, the most minute thing recorded. 
Every ounce water given must put down, with the time. Urine measured 
and recorded, and specimen saved daily until convalescence established. 
examined the ward, that mistake may made, and tubes are labelled, 
corked, and saved for comparison. Night records are kept red ink seven 
All excreta from patients carried crematory and nothing emptied 
into the plumbing. 

“The hospital under the control the Sanitary Department, which 
Major Gorgas the head. think the best man alive. Last year 
personally looked after every detail, and were happy, matter how hard 
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the work. was never too busy attend the smallest detail try and 
right everybody’s wrongs, and the most unselfish humanitarian. 

“Just now all the yellow-fever experts are wild over the mosquito and 
expect carry their experiments here. None the Culex mosquitoes are 
found here, they are imported for experimental work. Our wards are all 
most carefully screened, the doctors believe that the disease propagated 
the mosquito. 

nurses not fear the disease all, and believe the risk greater 
than nursing typhoid. Eight out our twelve nurses were non-immunes, 
and most our help, yet one contracted it. Every nurse who has the oppor- 
tunity should some yellow-fever work, most interesting. nurse who 
has had experience can easily diagnose well-marked case anywhere.

WEST INDIAN HOSPITAL

CHICAGO HOSPITAL SCHOOL 


MOVEMENT much interest educators and physicians the founding 
new school Chicago, known the Chicago Hospital School. The school 
designed meet the needs slightly defective children and those prevented 
physical ailments—nervousness, sickness, slight defects hearing, speech, ete. 
—from studying with ordinary children. Such school greatly needed, 
there has never been suflicient provision for the education this class children.

This work carried under 
the supervision the University Chicago, and the medical work under Rush 
Medical College, with which the school affiliated. very thorough system 
tests, measurements, and examinations followed, and daily records are kept 
each teacher and nurse the progress each case brought into the school. Many 
prominent physicians think that these studies will add much the knowledge 
the proper treatment such children and psychiatry abnormal psychology. 
such thorough study along these lines being carried elsewhere, and the 
University Chicago the first university recognize the value having such 
associated with and working connection with its departments 


psychology and pedagogy.

RECOGNIZING the new importance which mosquitoes have recently assumed 
the eyes scientists and sanitarians, and that the general public fast 
coming recognize the fact that these insects, formerly regarded mere ex- 
for displays more less irritable humor, are now viewed dangerous 
enemies, the Division Entomology the Department Agriculture has issued 
monograph which will much assistance the campaign now beginning 
against the little creatures many places. The use screens over windows 
and beds advised the best means protection against mosquitoes and the 
diseases which they are the carriers, but more energetic measures, tending 
towards the extermination the tribe, least restricted areas, are earnestly 
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recommended. The burning cones, made moistened pyrethrum powder, 
gives great relief from the attacks mosquitoes room, but does not kill 
the insects, and only palliative. Mosquitoes found the ceiling bed- 
room may killed easily and quickly, said, placing under them shallow 
tin vessel nailed the end stick and moistened the inside with kerosene. 
But the most satisfactory means fighting mosquitoes destroy their larve 
abolish their breeding-places draining ponds and marshes, stocking 
pools with fish, and the use kerosene the surface the water. Ap- 
proximately, ounce the oil every fifteen square feet surface sufficient, 
and generally the application need made only once month. The departmental 
scientist doubts, however, that this treatment can effectually applied salt 
marshes large extent. notes, however, that there need hesitation 
covering with oil the surface water used for drinking, long the supply 
drawn from the bottom the tank pond, and considerable amount 
water always left behind.

One natu- 
rally infers that the instruction given especially intended fit nurses for 
the position hospital superintendent, while reality the object seems 
teach superintendents training-schools for nurses how teach; give 
more thorough knowledge those branches which are only superficially taught 
training-schools; broaden the mind and give deeper interest and 
keener appreciation what going outside the little world which the 
life nurse necessarily spent. 

the writer the classes physiology, methods teaching, 
teriology are worth her work, but the beginning the year much time 
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was given the courses domestic science and psychology that seemed 
have direct bearing upon our professional work that was certain 
extent disappointing. 

While the course science very fine, nurses who wish fit 
themselves for diet-school teaching would save time and money taking 
course regular cooking-school. 

The lectures hospital management and the visits the different hos- 
pitals New York were most interesting. other city the country 
can there seen such number hospitals with equipment representing 
every degree economy and wealth, and while executive ability and business 
qualifications cannot taught theoretically, this department the course 
especial value the woman who hopes become hospital superintendent. 

may save much disappointment understood that this not 
yet special course; the nurses become members the regular classes, com- 
posed principally women who are preparing teach and teachers who 
are taking special courses. 

the woman who has been engaged practical nursing for number 
years this seems first rather formidable, but any nurse good general educa- 
tion who fairly well read soon acquires the study and will able 
compete favorably with the other members the class. Those branches which 
have direct bearing her professional work are taken her with greater ease 
than the average woman. 

There are many changes and improvements necessary before the course will 
entirely satisfactory. The teaching nurses different from the ordi- 
nary teaching school-children that until the course can made special 
one will necessarily cause gome disappointment, but order make this 
special course recognized Teachers’ College sum money 
must raised. 

would seem somewhat unjust that this course should depend the 
Superintendents’ Society alone for its support. properly belongs the 
nursing profession large give such financial support shall secure 
the training-schools the future superintendents who are thoroughly qualified 
teach and administer.

Some curious inconsistencies and contradictions have come notice 
the accounts these functions.

pupils choose their own option visit and nurse the (oh, long- 
suffering only course lectures, for which the pupil pays 
twenty-five dollars fee; training orderliness, system, carefulness 
household matters; the pupils live where and how they please. This 
course, little, anything, more than set lectures emergencies and 
first aid, had this spring fifteen graduates. 

The strange part the contrast comes here, that also this 
platform stand members the medical profession (presumably good 
standing) upholding this bogus—method teaching nurses 
(or rather deceiving pupils and public), and lauding the graduates and 
holding out them rosy promises the success they will enabled 
achieve. 

One not surprised find the list members this corpora- 
tion number clergy and philanthropists. They are not expected 
have the technical knowledge which would enable them discriminate, 
and they may fairly excused the ground ignorance what 
nursing ought be; but our chiefs ought know this time, and 
hard explain the fact, that the sham training-schools and the training- 
schools run for financial profit private sanitariums are all managed 
doctors. must wonder why they not extend those ethics 
which they practise with one another, and which they impress upon 
must practise with them. must wonder too they not all re- 
member their own early history and struggles against bogus colleges 
medicine. believe that many are unconscious what they are really 
doing, and would responsive appeals their better selves. 
certain that, the result the representations one courageous and 
public-spirited nurse Philadelphia, several such men withdrew from 
their connection with the Nurse Supply” and disclaimed any wish 
injure offend the nursing profession. believe that the method 
expostulation and reasoning would finally effectual with all, and that 
nurses themselves are blame they allow such abuses continue. 

fully believe that none our chiefs will refuse moved 
the protestations wnited nurses these made fair and dignified 
spirit, and the close union all our forces, with steady support our 
highest educational standards, and open and direct criticism and protest 
against quackery nursing, will finally result removing all medical 
men from the staffs such institutions. 

Some nurses also need this education, how could one found 
willing give this so-called demonstrative teaching nursing? And, 
finally, the next work our Associated should the classifica- 
tion desirable schools nursing for the guidance and help the unin- 
formed applicant.
